Phila., March 23, 1872. 
To the Editor of the Trade Circidar. 

Dear Sir : In the number of the Trade Cir¬ 
cular for March 14th appears an article by “ One 
of the Committee,” and as you have found space for 
his communication, I desire that you will do the 
same for mine in answer, so that this matter may 
end here, for if the question of International 
Copyright cannot be discussed without misstate¬ 
ments and personal abuse, I want, k for one, to have 
nothing more to do with it. 

His article is prefaced by three lines in italics, in 
which the statement is made that “ the Report was 
in hands two days before ” my report was issued. 
Why not have stated not only the fact that “ the 
Report” was so, but that the additions were not? 
See sixth paragraph on page 232, for internal evi¬ 
dence that the article had been added to, as well as 
some other paragraphs further on, in order to vent 
Mr. Committee’s spleen at the discomfiture and de¬ 
feat of their “scheme” before the Congressional 
Committee. 

My name is introduced into this article of two 
pages, ten times, and I hereby affirm in not one in¬ 
stance with the slightest shadeno of truth or foundation 
in fad. 

The personalities I could not descend so low as 
to answer, but the new, studied attempt to falsify 
the facts about the Philadelphia trade and its com¬ 
mittee I shall rebut with a simple statement of the 
facts. 

At a large and enthusiastic meeting, the Phila¬ 
delphia Committee was appointed, by as many of 
the trade and by as respectable a portion of it, as 
appointed the New York Committee. Six were 
appointed, and served on Monday, Jan. 29, and 
four on Monday and Tuesday, Feb. 12 and 13. 
“ These gentlemen ” did not claim “ before the com¬ 
mittee, that they represented the unanimous vieios 
of Philadelphia publishers.” Just the reverse* as 
they understood Mr. Lippincott had declined be¬ 
cause, “ My principles are in favor of International 
Copyright, but my interests are against it.” And 
Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger “ Did not care 
much about it either way, and were divided in 
opinion about itand Mr. Evans “ Did not in¬ 
tend to reprint any English works* but only A me*- 
rican, and wanted an English market to sell his 
copyrights in.” While Mr. Henry C. Lea wrote 
four pages of foolscap for our committee to use, 
which he kindly desired us to use as much of as 
we needed, of which privilege we availed ourselves 
on pages 10 an 11 of our argument. The long list 
of those who signed the paper would prevent any 
one but “ one of the committee ” from having “ it 
difficult to find out whom Mr. Hazard really did 
represent.” “ None so blind,” etc. 

I blow that not a single “ type-setter of his city ” 
either “raised some money” or placed it in his 
hands,” or “ employed ” or “paid” Mr. Hazard; 
and “ one of the committee ” could just as easily 
have known the same. If he was paid for his small 
share in the work, it should be no leason for mis¬ 
judging others. 

It is hardly worthwhile to defend Mr. Baird, who 
so ably takes care of himself, but I will merely say 
I never knew he had any “ best argument in favor 
of stealing ” to have advanced; and I will add that 


he is responsible for but one idea promulgated in 
the Committee’s pamphlet, and that is the one on 
Education, and which he has eliminated in your 
Circular of the 14th inst. In the argument by 
me “ the right or wrong ” or the “ high moral view 
of the question ” “ not once suggested,” as stated 
by the exact committee man, is not only suggested 
but discussed to the extent of three pages ! 

I regret “ one of the committee ” does not like 
my “openly advocating” his actions, which he, 
not I, denominates “stealing.” With his usual 
veracity, he stated before the Congressional Com¬ 
mittee : “ Philadelphia knows nothing about this 
matter; it was nothing of a book town, anyway; 
republishing no English books , it really had no in¬ 
terest in the matter, and should therefore have no 
voice, though, he believed she did make a few 
schoolbooks, but her interest lay in importing.” 
Now, if Philadelphia reprints no English books, 
of course she does no “stealing.” As the commit¬ 
tee and some of their confreres in New York dot 
reprint a great many English, books, therefore, in.- 
arguing in favor of their right to do so, any one 
will readily believe “ if ever a disagreeable task was 
set before a man, it was to appear before an intel¬ 
ligent Committee of Congress and openly advocate 
stealing,” as practised by Messrs. Committee & 
Co., and not by Philadelphians. Truly, “ chickens 
will come home to roost.” 

Finally, we again agree with the sentiments of 
“ one of the committee ” in predicting no “ parties 
of any intelligence” will soon be found who will: 
dare before such an intelligent Committee of Con¬ 
gress to again propose “impracticable schemes,, 
which, while appearing to grant the author his just 
rights, yet are really formed to meet selfish in¬ 
terests and defraud the author of his just det~ 
mands.” 

With regret for occupying SO much of yoiir spade' 
in placing Philadelphia, her booksellers, and her 
committee right-on the record, against the slanders 
of “one of the committee” and others,

U. S. Military Post Library Association. 
Headquarters, 58 Broadway, N. Y.—The attention 
of the benevolent and philanthropic public is 
called to the character of this organization 
and the sympathy and cooperation of all 
solicited in these efforts for the mental and moral 
good of the army. In the British army a similar 
organization is preserved, and is very effective. 
Maj.-Gen. Lawrence is president, and Col. R. Pit¬ 
cairn, secretary. Last year their receipts were 
$60,000. The education of the Prussian and other 
foreign soldiery is a matter of history. The spec¬ 
tacle in our own land of 30,000 troops, located 
within the limits of the country, yet completely 
isolated from its Christian sympathies and receiv- 
ng nothing at its hands, is one that has long ex¬ 


isted, and ought to be corrected. There are nearly 
300 military posts in the United States. The grea/r 
majority of the posts are altogether remotefrojn the 
advantages usual to civil life ; the men compelled to 
undergo all the monotony incident to a time of 
peace, and exposed to the temptations and vices 
peculiar to a military life. Prior to the war many 
of the posts had valuable libraries belonging to 
them—the accumulation of many years—but during 
that period they were swept away. The object ot 
the “ Military Post Library Association” is to sup¬ 
ply all military stations in the United States with 
secular , Christian , and temperance literature , and to 
aid in the establishment of permanent libraries at 
these points. To accomplish this important work, 
appeal is made for liberal contributions. 
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NATIONAL ORGANIZATION OF THE 
BOOK TRADE. 

The gathering of members of the trade at the 
approaching Trade Sale will afford an opportunity 
for action which should not be let slip. Then is 
the time for the formation of a national Book 
Trade Association! 

That such an organization is desirable, there is 
now little question. Of all businesses carried on in 
this country, that in books, properly requiring in 
seller as well as publisher, a considerable knowl¬ 
edge and ability much above the acquirements of 
those engaged in other occupations, should, it 
would seem at first sight, have the best organiza¬ 
tion. On the contrary, while those engaged in 
nearly every other branch of commerce and inter¬ 
nal trade have joined together in associations which 
have proved without exception of great usefulness, 
promotive of fair and profitable dealing on all sides, 
and by the opportunities afforded for consultation 
* and the settlement of disputes, of very practical 
value, the book trade is notable as the one business 
without organization of any kind. 

And yet more than any other it has need of it. 
Questions are daily arising which can be settled in 
no other way. The great difficulty of underselling, 
the “ breakers ahead ! ” of the book trade in this 
country, is but one example of many toward the 
practical solution of which organization could do 
very much. There are questions, of course, in this 
as in any other business, upon which the only agree¬ 
ment can be an agreement to disagree—as that of 
international coppright—but these are few in com¬ 
parison to those which would come legitimately and 
profitably before a National Book Trade Associa¬ 
tion for discussion or decision. 

The facilities enjoyed by the book trade of this 
country, priding itself very rightly on its general 
progressiveness, are very few compared with those 
to which the publishers and booksellers of Ger¬ 
many, for instance, are accustomed, and which are 
likely to follow in the train of the movement whose 
importance we would insist upon. It is particular¬ 
ly true of the book trade, in the United States, that 
its extent and success, in a country where forty 
million inhabitants are almost universally readers 
of books, are to be measured only by its facilita¬ 
tion. The demand is good for almost any supply, 
provided proper channels of supply are in success¬ 
ful operation. Thus the interest of the entire trade 
is essentially one, and the largest publisher feels 
the effect of every new facility introduced. 

We are glad to note the movement of the school¬ 
book publishers to widen their organization, and 
the action of the Philadelphia trade, though local, 
is in a profitable direction. A Chicago instance of 
organization is in point in illustration of the useful¬ 
ness of association in ^counteracting the evils to 
which the book trade, as at present constituted, is 
peculiarly liable. There had been there, previous 
to the fire, so much underselling of medical books 
to students that the customary discount over the 
counter became so close to that of the publishers 
at the East, that the Chicago retailer really lost 
money by so much as the cost of transportation 
Westward. The only remedy was in a uniform 
return to a discount of ten per cent.; an associa¬ 
tion was formed, and continued until the fire in 
most satisfactory operation. 

Let us then have during the Trade Sale, a pre¬ 
liminary meeting of all members of the trade then 
in the city, at least for a discussion of the national 
organization of the trade. That already formed by 
the school-book publishers might gracefully take 
the initiative in the matter. But if not they—some 
one! 


CORRESPONDENCE. 

Phila., March 22, 1872. 

The Bookmakers’ Board of Trade is organized at 
last. In pursuance to a call, about thirty persons 
assembled last Wednesday morning at the rooms 
of Cowperthwait & Co., school-book publishers. 
Mr. Henry Carey Baird called the meeting to or¬ 
der, after which Mr. Willis P. Hazard was made 
chairman and Mr. James M. Ferguson, of S. A. 
George & Co., stereotypers, secretary. Mr. Haz¬ 
ard briefly explained the object of the meeting, gave 
an account of the rise and progress of the move¬ 
ment, and laid before the meeting the body of laws 
recommended by the committee of ten, of which an 
abstract was given in the Trade Circular of 
March 14. He was followed by Mr. Baird, who 
reiterated substantially the views expressed in his 
letter published in the above-mentioned number of 
the Trade Circular. 

Mr. Hazard enforced Mr. Baird’s remarks on the 
subject of a protective tariff on books and printers’ 
materials; and then Mr. Sherman, of Sherman & 
Co., printers, wished to know if joining this associ¬ 
ation was to be construed as an endorsement of the 
views on the tariff and other questions expressed by 
those who seemed to be getting it up. Such a 
construction was unanimously deprecated, and it 
was emphatically stated that every man was to hold 
his own opinions and vote as he pleased, only ac¬ 
quiescing in the decision of the majority. 

Then another question arose. Mr. Thomas 
MacKellar, of MacKellar, Smiths & Jordan, type¬ 
founders, thought the proposed title, “ The Book¬ 
sellers’ Board of Trade,” too narrow.. He moved 
that it be changed to “ The Book-Trade Associa¬ 
tion of Philadelphia,” in order to include the col¬ 
lateral branches. The substitute was accepted,, 
and an agreement to join such an association was 
signed by the representatives of eighteen houses 
there present. 

The “by-laws ” were then read a second time, 
and adopted in the form given below, which, as 
will be seen, varies little from the synopsis before 
given : 

“ 1. The title of this association shall be The 
Book-Trade Association of the City of Philadel¬ 
phia. 

“2. Its object shall be a bond of union in which) 
all the branches of the book trade shall be repre¬ 
sented, and for mutual co-operation in advancing, 
the interests of all, and for social union. 

“3. All members of the various collateral trades 
shall be entitled to be members of this association 
when duly proposed by a member, or upon appli¬ 
cation by letter, and elected by a majority of those 
present, and upon the payment of the annual dues.. 

“4. The annual dues of each member shall be 
five dollars. (No initiation fee.) 

“ 5. The officers shall consist of a president, tw<? 
vice-presidents, a secretary, and a treasurer, to be 
elected annually by a majority of votes of the mem¬ 
bers by ballot, no firm to have more than one vote, 
the President to be ex officio member of all standing 
committees, with power to vote. 

“6. There shall be a board of five directors 
elected annually, and a committee of three on each 
subject except on arbitration, which shall consist of 
five, to be elected annually. 

“ 7. Disagreements between members of this as-, 
sociation, and any and kll violations of its laws shall 
be referred to the Committee of Arbitration, and it 
shall be the duty of this committee to fully and at 
once consider all the evidence, and to procure, if 
possible, a peaceable settlement between the parties, 
at issue. 

“8. The Committee of Arbitration shall hay 
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Power to investigate the violations complained of, 
and send for persons and papers. 

“9. Should one or more members of the Arbi¬ 
tration Committee, at any time, be an interested 
party or parties in a case before the committee, 
then it shall be competent for the remaining mem¬ 
bers to elect substitutes therefor from members of 
the association. 

“ 10. There shall be a standing committee of 
three on elections, whose duty it shall be to arrange 
for and superintend any elections that may take 
place, to act as judges on such occasions, and to 
decide any questions that may arise in regard 
thereto. 

“ 11. There shall be a committee on finance and 
accounts of three, whose duty shall be to examine 
and certify to any accounts for expenditures, and 
otherwise act with the treasurer. 

“ 12. It shall be the duty of the secretary to no¬ 
tify members of the association of the time and 
place of all meetings, and keep a record of pro¬ 
ceedings. 

“ 13. The regular meetings of this association 
shall be every three months, on the first Wednes¬ 
day in each month of January, April, July, and Oc¬ 
tober. 

“ 14. At any meeting of the association, after the 
members have been duly notified of the time and 
place of meeting, those present shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of any business that may 
be before the meeting. 

“ 15. Two members of the same firm cannot hold 
office at the same timp in the association. 

“16. No amendment shall be made to these by¬ 
laws except by a two-thirds vote of the members 
present at any stated meeting, notice of said amend¬ 
ment having been given at the next preceding stat¬ 
ed meeting.” 

The election of permanent officers at this meet¬ 
ing was objected to on account of the limited num¬ 
ber of names yet on the list, and this matter was 
accordingly postponed until the next meeting, 
which will take place next Wednesday at the same 
place. In the meantime, committees are actively 
at work soliciting names of additional members, 
and are meeting good success. It is thought that 
the organization will be completed and put under 
way at the next meeting, when I will report again 
and give the names of those composing it..

Leipsic, Feb. 26, 1872. 

War, the organization of a new empire, the dis¬ 
satisfaction of States, compromises, and new laws, 
can be managed in Germany without visible incon¬ 
venience to the book-trade, or any diminution in the 
literary demand of the insatiable German readers. 
Everyday the Bdrsenblatt publishes its list of new 
books and pamphlets, devoted to every subject, 
and to all imaginable styles of treatment. New 
periodicals and newspapers seem to find a public, 
and meet a demand, though to the looker-on every 
trade seems already to have its “ organ,” and lovers 
of art and literature seem lavishly supplied. Ber¬ 
lin has several new papers: Auf der Hohe (On 
the Heights), a weekly journal devoted to art and 
literature, whose most prominent feature is to be 
the full and fair criticism of the constantly increas¬ 
ing literary and art productions; the Tagbtatt treat¬ 
ing of commerce, politics, and financial questions ; 
the Deutsche Reichszeitung, political, appearing three 
times a week ; Deutschland's Industrie, a review of 
trades and inventions, a monthly ; Deutsche Zeitund 
Streit Fragen ; Die Gegemvart, for art and science, 
edited by Mr. Paul Lindau, of Berlin, etc. The 
Deutsche Militairdrztliche Zeitschrift, edited by Dr. 


Leuthold, is devoted to the progress of army surgery. 
It has able contributors in all parts of the land, and is 
to be thoroughly reliable and treated in the most 
scientific manner. All these new claimants for pub¬ 
lic support have probably frightened the Bcobachter 
an der Spree, the oldest Berlin weekly, for since 
the New Year it has retired upon its well-merited 
laurels. The Tonhalle is a musical family paper, 
published by A. H. Payne, of Leipsic. It is to be 
conducted in a popular tone, and will contain noth¬ 
ing of merely technical or scientific interest. The 
Central-Blait, an agricultural, scientific paper, is 
published by Fr. Luckhardt, of Leipsic. Deutsche 
Zeitschrift Jiir Chirurgie, under very able manage¬ 
ment, will be published by Vogel in Leipsic. 
Zeitschrift fur Zuckerindustrie, edited by Iv. Preis, 
Assistant-Professor of Chemistry in the Polytech¬ 
nic Institution of Bohemia, will be published by 
Franz Rziwnatz of Prague. Die Zeitschrift fiir 
Deutsche Culturgeschichte, which was so ably edited 
by Dr. Muller of Hanover, until 1859, is to be re¬ 
sumed and to be placed under the supervision of its 
former editor. Neuer Freier Kikeriki is the inspir¬ 
ing title of a new humorous paper to be edited by 
G. Zanetti in Vienna. 

All professions and trades are just at present 
preparing for the Great Vienna Exhibition. Every¬ 
thing new in German invention and production will 
of course be sent. Manufacturers will do their best 
for the eleventh group of the exhibition, which com¬ 
prises that of paper industry, such as pulps, paper, 
playing-cards, papier-mache, binding material, and 
processes of manufacture, etc. There will also be 
statistics of production, which naturally fires enter¬ 
prise in Germany, as elsewhere. A new process to 
be exhibited is that of Mr. A. Ungerer, of Simmer¬ 
ing, near Vienna, by which he produces a paper 
material from willow and pine woods. The paper 
can be manufactured entirely from either wood, 
and is said to be uncommonly strong, fibrous, and 
white, and not at all brittle. 

The designs of five prize medals to be awarded at 
the Exhibition are open to competition. The 
moulds must be made in wax, plaster of Paris, or 
sulphur, and be forwarded before the end of 
March. 

The whole country has been much exercised 
about the strike of the Stuttgart printers. With 
the exception of those employed by Cotta, all the 
printers are banded together, and oppose their 
masters in the most determined manner. The em¬ 
ployers have organized themselves and are deter¬ 
mined to resist the strikers at all costs. The wages 
of the printers were last year raided, and now are 
very fair, according to the judgment of competent 
men. The masters have bound themselves to pro¬ 
tect any man who accepts their work, and have also 
started a fund to pay them for their lost time. 
They are resolved not to give in now, but will call 
a convention of all German printers and typefound¬ 
ers, probably to Frankfort, and there determine 
upon reforms and improvements for the benefit of 
employers and employes. The Government has 
allowed the soldiers to work while the strike con¬ 
tinues. 

There is also great indignation felt about the con¬ 
fiscation of four Berlin papers of the 25th and 26th 
of last month, among them the National Zeitung, 
which contained some notice or advertisement not 
pleasant to the authorities, or probably not authen-,. 
tic. The whole edition was confiscated, to. tha. 
great disgust of the editors, who loudly protest- that! 
the authorities have only a right to suppress the * 
sheet of the paper containing the obnoxious pas-;; 
sage. The National Zeilung is loudest in its wrath, 
and sets forth the losses and grievances caused 
by such.wholesale proceeding in an able editorial. 
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There is a sarcastic remark at the close to the ef¬ 
fect that Prussia still embodies a great deal of the 
spirit of the fifth decade of the century, and a call 
upon the German press to follow the lead of Ger¬ 
man printers and type-founders, and insist upon re¬ 
forms and improvements. 

The spirit of cooperation is strong in Germany, 
and shows in all departments. There has been 
a German booksellers’ bank established in Berlin, 
with a capital of 1,000,000 thalers, for the purpose 
of centralizing the Berlin and Leipsic commission 
business and inaugurating a system of reform in all 
branches of the trade. The same spirit moves all 
to work together for the founding of a Leipsic pub¬ 
lic library. There was a petition published calling 
upon native and foreign men and women to furnish 
what they could, especially of educational works, 
and already there is on hand the beginning of a 
very valuable library. A society of ladies in Mu¬ 
nich, under the direction of Mrs. Kaulbach, are 
making a collection of autographs, to be raffled or 
sold at auction for the benefit of the widows and or¬ 
phans of the soldiers sacrificed in the late war. 
They have already some very valuable specimens, 
especially interesting to the history of music and 
literature. The chief committee of the associations 
for the nursing and care of sick and wounded sol¬ 
diers have offered a prize of 1,000 marks for the 
best model of an ambulance and transportation 
wagon, which is to combine the transportation of 
hospital stores, food, and refreshment. The time 
for competition is to expire in July. 

Since the beginning of the year Germany has lost 
several of her great men. Grillparzer, the aged 
Austrian poet, died on the 13th of February, and 
was buried on the following Wednesday with great 
ceremony. The funeral procession is said to have 
been the most magnificent spectacle seen in Vienna 
for twenty years. Prof. Friedrich A. Trendelen¬ 
burg died in Berlin, in his seventieth year, on the 
24th of January. He was one of the most eminent 
philosophers of the present time, and had been 
professor at the Berlin University for nearly forty 
years. 

To mention even the very important new books 
would occupy more space and make more serious 
demands upon patience and perseverance than your 
well-filled journal and the American public can be 
supposed to devote to German productions. The 
overpowering statistics of the German book trade, 
even in war-time, give an idea of the task attempt¬ 
ed by those who presume to be up to the times in 
the literature of Germany. In 1870 there were 
10,058 works issued, and in 1871 10,669. There 
has been a good beginning made this year, and 
1872 will probably show how the book trade works 
in times of peace. J. J. Weber of Leipsic has 
added three new volumes to the “Ulustrirte Kate- 
chismen,” and increased the collection to seventy- 
two volumes. The same firm announces the third 
edition of Prof. Cotta’s “Geologie der Gegen- 
wort.” Much new matter has been added to 
the work, and all the new theories of the day 
are sifted and judged. Spamer, Leipsic, have pub¬ 
lished “ Allgemeine Wirthschaftslehre,” by Dr. 
H. Contzen and Dr. FI. Schramm; Wigand, of 
ithe same city, publishes “ Culturgeschichte der 
sieueren Zeit,” in three volumes, by Flenne-Am 
5 Uiyn. A very important work is Hittenkofer’s 
-*‘Entwerfen von Fa9aden.” It is a popular trea- 
.tise on the modern style of ornamentation for archi¬ 
tects and builders, and is 1 also important as a hand¬ 
book for students of architecture. It is very richly 
illustrated by lithographs, and published by Carl 
Scholtze, of Leipsic. “ Tschechische G'ange ” are 
Bohemian sketches and travels by Dr. Richard 
Andree. It is an important and interesting work 


that has made quite a sensation and some bitter 
enemies among the people treated of. It is pub¬ 
lished by Velhagen & Klasing, of Leipsic. Grill- 
parzer’s “ Ansichten liber Literatur, Biihne u. 
Leben,” collected from conversations with “ A. Fog- 
lar,” is published in Vienna, by Ed. Hugel. The 
Vienna press has received the book with wonder¬ 
ful unanimity of verdict. They declare it to be the 
real memoir of Grillparzer, and predict for it an 
enormous sale. Prof. Brunn, of Munich, is writing 
a History of Greek Art, which is to be popularly 
scientific, on the same plan of the histories of 
Mommsen and Curtius. Mrs. Moscheles, the wife 
of the celebrated composer, is writing a history 
of her husband’s life and labors. It is to be pub¬ 
lished at the same time in English and German. 
A small dictionary of Chemistry has been issued 
by Oppenheim, of Berlin. It is said to meet a 
great want in the most satisfactory manner. Asher 
& Co., Berlin, are going to invest in a copyright 
edition of English and American authors to rival 
the Tauchnitz collection. The first volume pub¬ 
lished is the first part of “ Middle March,” by 
George Eliot. Duncker & Co. are said to be 
starting a similar collection, with Mr. Ilepworth 
Dixon’s “Switzers.” A great event in Photography 
is the splendid enterprise of Jammerath & Son, 
who have photographed the interior of the imperial 
castles of Berlin and Potsdam. The work is to be 
published in 36 pictures on strong white boards, 

18J£ inches by 24It is undertaken by T. Grieben, 
of Berlin, and most anxiously expected. The 
History of the Prussian State, by Dr. Felix Eberty, 
will be published next month by Eduard Trewendt, 
of Breslau. Friedrichson & Co., Hamburg, have 
published a map of ships and maritime flags, drawn 
by C. F. Steinhaus. It is beautifully printed in 
colors, with German and English text. Kroner, 
Stuttgart, publish “ Deutsche Sage irn Elsass,” 
by W. Hertz, the promising young poet. A prize 
essay on the mitrailleuse and its work in the war 
of 1S70-1871, by Graf II. Thiirheim, is issued by 
R. v. Waldheim in Vienna. It is a pamphlet re¬ 
printed from an Austrian journal. A very impor¬ 
tant announcement is the Life and Philosophy of 
David Hume, a prize essay, by Dr. Fr. Jodi. 
Brockhaus announces “The Case of the United 
States to be laid before the Tribunal of Arbitra¬ 
tion, to be convened at Geneva.” 

There seems to be a great scarcity of novels just 
now. I may mention “ Schuld u. Siihne,” by K. 
Detlef (Flallberger) and “Johannes Olaf,” by E 
Wille (Brockhaus). “Der Sturmvogel,” a ro¬ 
mance of the sea, by Hacklaender, has been pub¬ 
lished in parts by Hallberger, of Stuttgart, and is 
just completed. The popular authoress, Louise 
Otto, announces “ Die Stitsherren von Strass- 
burg,” an historical romance, to appear in April. 
Her last work, just issued, “Deutsche Wlinden,” 
Zeitroman, (1864-1S71) attracts much attention.

BOOK-MAKING AND THE TARIFF. 

From the Boston A dvertiser. 

Leading book manufacturers in the United 
States are making an effort at Washington to have 
an equivalent specific duty laid on imported books, 
in place of the present assessment of twenty-five 
per cent, on their value. The high rate of ex¬ 
change during the war had the effect practically of 
an embargo on English books. In 1861 the valua¬ 
tion on imported books was $656,102; in 1862 it 
was $275,374, and the impetus given to book man¬ 
ufacture was remarkable. Notwithstanding the 
heavy drain upon all the industrial interests, the 
making of books witnessed improvements which 
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seemed to promise an elevation of this industry to 
a rank with foreign production. Enterprises were 
begun which before would have seemed hopeless, 
and the improvement in illustrated books was of the 
most marked character. Almost a new province 
was added to the republic of letters in a distinctive 
literature for children, which, though rather callow, 
showed plainly that some of the best writers of the 
day regarded it as a legitimate and important field. 
Never since the beginning of our history had so 
general a movement forward been made. We are 
not referring this solely but chiefly to the expul¬ 
sion of English books, and we regard the facts of a 
decline in importation and a great increase of home 
production as most intimately connected. 

The importations in 1865 were valued at $289,- 
310; in 1868 at $1,220,000; and American indus¬ 
try was beginning to feel the effect of this rapid 
advance in the volume of English books. For the 
year ending June 30, 1871, the importation amounted 
to a little less than two millions. To-day the pro¬ 
duction of books of fine art has almost ceased ; we 
are making our illustrated books almost entirely 
from English and French electrotypes, or else im¬ 
porting sheets and binding here. The publication 
of books for young people has suffered even more 
noticeably, and publishing houses that once made 
a specialty of these books have found it impossible 
to continue so losing a business. The answer 
everywhere is the same; cheap English books, 
showily dressed, have driven American books of 
the same class out of the market. The English 
publishers are steadily forcing the American pub¬ 
lishers to the wall; the weakest positions they have 
already carried. 

The tariff is supposed to be some barrier, and 
certainly it is to be regarded rather in this light 
than as a means of swelling the revenue. The rate 
of twenty-five per cent, on the value was fixed upon 
as just, and we do not know that any one has ever 
undertaken to move for a higher rate. But when 
this duty comes to be levied, difficulties arise so 
considerable that the intent of the tariff is defeated, 
and there is neither revenue for the Government 
nor protection to the manufacturer, or, we may 
add, to the honest importer. Every one who is 
conversant with books knows how apparently arbi¬ 
trary the price of books in London is, and how 
widely these prices vary for books apparently as 
costly. No one but an expert, indeed, can be quali¬ 
fied to appraise a case of miscellaneous books from 
London, and when this is understood it is evident 
how wide a door is open for an undervaluation of 
the goods. It is very certain that not only has 
smuggling increased, but that there has been an 
alarming increase in dishonest practices of every 
kind. A class of petty importers has sprung up, 
scarcely recognized in the trade, yet managing to 
pass large invoices of goods into the hands of local 
booksellers; and the establishment of branches of 
English houses here enables the publisher to make 
bis invoices out with merely nominal prices, and 
[thus get his books in with a very slight duty. 

So wide has been the deviation between the Lon- 
-don retail price and the invoice price, that the New 
York appraiser established a rule, after a careful 
investigation of the subject and consultation with 
leading houses, by which the duty should in all 
cases be laid on one-half the London retail price, 
and on this ruling marked up some invoices three 
hundred per cent. But the difficulties in securing 
a conformity to this rule are almost insurmountable, 
aiid it is this fact which has driven those who wish 
an honest impost into calling for a change in the 
manner of laying it. We have taken various books 
representing the several classes that pass through 
the Custom House* and haye compared the effect 


of changing the ad valorem duty of twenty-five per 
cent, to a specific duty of twenty-five cents per 
pound. The ad valorem duty is reckoned on one- 
half the London retail price. The shilling is reck¬ 
oned at 27 cents.

It will be seen that the high-priced books, which 
are mainly books for scholars, and in many cases 
are not reprinted here, are favored by the change 
to a specific duty ; that the balance is about even 
in the caseof moderately expensive books, and that 
the discrimination against the English book comes 
only when it is a very low-priced book. The last 
three books on the list are Sunday-school books, 
belonging to the class which has so effectually put 
a stop to the production of American books of the 
same grade. The American publisher is able to 
buy these books in quantities, laid down in his 
store, all charges paid, at from twenty to thirty per 
cent, less than the cost of their manufacture here ; 
the valuation is never over one-half the London 
price; frequently it is much lower; he buys on 
nine months’ credit, and it is not surprising that he 
should abandon the production of native books and 
import the English with his imprint. Even were 
the specific duty laid, the odds would still be 
against the American producer. 

We sometimes hear the objection raised that a 
specific duty is absurd on the face of it; that the 
weight of a book bears no relation to its value, and 
there is suspicion even of a sentimental objection 
that it is a species of insult to the human intellect. 
The objection would have more weight if books 
were not sold by the pound, for every intelligent 
bookseller knows that the weight of the book has 
more to do in determining the price than any other 
element, and the whole business of subscription 
books is built on the foundation of giving large, 
bulky volumes for a high price, when the whole 
matter compressed into a modest space would not 
fetch one-fifth or even one-tenth the sum. But the 
fact remains that in no other way can an honest 
tariff be so effectively secured, the business of 
rogues damaged, and all the interests involved 
fairly considered. An intelligent customs officer 
with a pair of scales would make a good symbol of 
Justice in this matter. 


Ginn Brothers of Boston, the publishers of 
Hudson’s Shakespearean works, are now issuing 
separately, in paper covered pamphlets, the twelve 
selected plays, edited with such omissions and 
notes as to make them useful in schools ; issued pre¬ 
viously in the two volumes of t^e School Shakes¬ 
peare. Next month they will publish Hudson’s 
Family Shakespeare, also twelve plays in twovoK 
umes, pruned and annotated for family reading.

Five Hundred Majority: or, the Days of Tam¬ 
many, by Wyllis Niles, is a political romance which 
is likely to produce considerable of a sensation. It 
follows the story of a young man who comes into 
New York from the country (the author thinks 
that nine-tenths of those like him ha* better cast 
themselves at once into the sea), is reduced to the 
utmost poverty, plays the sharp dodge of contriving 
to be arrested as a suspected criminal and defend¬ 
ing himself into a reputation. He attracts the at¬ 
tention of the great leader of Tammany, who takes 
him as a protege, and under whose guidance he is 
introduced “ behind the scenes.” The reader is, of 
course, taken along with him, and the author dis¬ 
sects keenly the typical New York politicians in his 
descriptions of his dramatis personae. There is con¬ 
siderable ingenuity in the plot of the story, and 
many hard hits in its incidents, as in the case of the 
two fashionable dowagers who enter into a solemn 
league and covenant to “put down” the upstart 
politician and millionaire for his invasion of the 
Avenue, and meet the next morning in his parlors, 
each trying to be ahead of the other in professions 
of esteem. There is a good deal of life and vigor 
in the book, which will be issued by the Putnams 
next week. 

Within and Without, is George Macdonald’s 
most important work in poetry, and very charac¬ 
teristic of that remarkable thinker. It is dramatic 
in form, and its leading figure is that of a soul in 
the dark, seeking God : 

All beauty wears to me a doubtful look ; 

A voice is in the wind Ido not know ; 

A meaning on the face of the high hills 

Whose utterance I cannot comprehend. 

A something is behind them : that is God. 

These are his words, I doubt not, language strange ; 

These are the expressions of his shining thoughts; 

And He is present, but I find Him not- 

I have not yet been held close to his heart. 

This idea of approaching and realizing God is in- 
woven in a considerable plot with very varied in¬ 
cidents. The poem, a romance in verse, is crowded 
with beauties of thought. The utterances are very 
bold, and in the last part we are taken up in a 
dream into heaven, and listen to the heavenly con¬ 
verse of the reunited family. 


LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

Publishers’ Hoard of Trade.— The next reg¬ 
ular meeting of the Publishers’ Board of Trade

A 
full and punctual attendance is urged. Officers for 
the ensuing year are to be chosen, and other im¬ 
portant business, it is expected, will come before 
the board. 

DeWitt C. Lent & Co. put their beautifully 
illustrated new edition of Mr. Saunders’s clever 
♦‘SalacI for the Solitary and the Social,” a work 
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which in previous editions had sold over 30,000 
copies, into the hands of the regular trade. It was 
issued at the holiday season as a subscription book. 

John Wiley & Son not only represent in this 
country the great Bible house of the Bagsters and 
keep in stock full lines of their polyglot and other 
editions, but have also other noteworthy helps for 
Biblical scholars. Of these the latest is the Hexa- 
glot Bible, issuing abroad by Dickinson & Higham. 
This contains, besides the original tongues, the 
Septuagint (Greek) version of the. Old Testament, 
the Vulgate (Latin) translation, and the authorized 
English and German and the most approved 
French versions. They are arranged in parallel 
columns, most conveniently, apd the work is su¬ 
perbly printed. Of the contemplated six volumes, 
two are now issued; the retail price is $7.50 per 
volume. A new Bagster polyglot Bible gives the 
Douay (Roman Catholic) version and Vulgate in 
parallel columns; this is uniform with the three 
containing the authorized English version in one 
column and the Septuagint, original Hebrew, and 
original Greek respectively, in the other. Messrs. 
Wiley & Son have also just received the new He¬ 
brew concordance, on the plan of English con¬ 
cordances, by which every Hebrew word and varia¬
